Communist Assault Aray on 20 aoril. whe Cormunists lost 72 men, including . 
one cattalion commander, killed; Mationalist losses included nine men 
Killed, ten wounded, one captured, LI Chih-pting (#255 -% ), desuty bat~ 
talion commander; and the lors of one machine gun, one rifle grenace, and 
fourteen rifles. 


The Soventh Battalion of the Second Detachnent of the Souch Szechuan Veople's 
anti-Communist jissault Army was altacked cn 20 April at Suchiawan ( 1Oh-56, 
29-7) by a battalion of the Comnmnist OSth Regiment and alenents of the ire 
recular Yung K'un (5K.

Two Communist recinents were moving from Soochow towards -hanchas on 2 lay, 
and the Commmist vuehiang (120-33, 31-10) Garrison Zatialion of about three 
hundred tien moved to Chentse ( 120-29, 30-54) and boarded about ten vessels 
to invade Tunctungtingshan (120~22 » 31-05) of Taihu (120- , 31~ }.

Learning of this, the First Colum of the South Szechuan reoolets 
Anti-Cormunist Assault Army sent CIITANG Iu-tiien with six hundred aried nen to 
attack the Commnists. After: a four-hour engageicnt, the Commmists were routed, 
20 men and 25 rifles anc 1,500 rounds of ammmitions were capturec, and 22 nen 
vesides the Commhist nagistrate of Isingi Usien (105-34, 25-07), CAUG Heiv- 
trang (2.
